Wftstiintfton, Mav 80.— The au- 
preme court of tlie United States 
held the Amerioau Tobaeeo Com- 
pany And Its aliiod oorporatioiia to 
be operating m violation of t'ie 
Sherman anti-trnst law. 

The court direeted that the oom- 
bination be forbidden tbe privilege 
of Inter-state commerce, or be 
plaeed in the hands of a receiver 
■aless it disintegrates in harmonv 
%lth the law within six, or ml tbe 
nsost, eight nioBths. 

Both the first and seeond seetlons 
of the Sherman anti-trust law have 
i>een violated by the so-called to- 
baeeo trust, aeeording to tbe eonrt. 
Not only has it restrained wrong- 
folly aod unlawfully interstate com- 
merce in tbe eyes of tbe eonrt, Irat 
it liaH attempted to inonnpoHze the 
tobacco business, to tbe injury of 
ths public and Its eompetitors. 

Wtiile the decree was regarded as 
unusually severe, at the same time 
there was a tonch of leniency in not 
niaking tbe eombiaaUon an outlaw 
"now." The varloas elements of 
the combination are to be given an 
opportunity, under the supervision 
of the United States circuit court 
for tbe Southern district of New 
York, of reereation, so that there 
may be brought aboot "a new con- 
dition which ahall be i^onestlj* in 
bMurmouy with and not repugant to 
«he law." 

The opinion of the court was an- 
nounced by Chief Justice White, 
who also deliverer* tbe opinion j>f 
the court in the Standard Oil case. 
The entire court agreed that the to 
ieeo eonbinatlon violiited the 
BtMrinan anti-trust law, but Associ- 
ate Justice Hi riand dissented from 
tile repeated iiiterpcetation of the 
Sherman anti trust law ao aa to call 
for the application of the '*rule ot 
reason" in determining what re- 
straints of trade were forbidden by 
tbe act. In this reapect the divis- 
ion of the court was the same as in 
Standard Oil caee..

Arsenic Mine in the 
The only mine io the eastern 
United states wbieti has, to far as 
known, mined arsenic ore and pro 
daeed white arseulo from it is lo- 
eated on the eeotb slope of Lick 
RidKe. one of the minor el^-vatioiif 
of the Appalachian Mountains, at 
BriatOD, Va., aod is desoritMd by 
Frank L. Hpss. of the United Stntes 
Geological Survey, iu an sdvanoe 
ehapter- on "Rare Metals,*^ fron: 
Bulletin 470 "Contributions to Eoon 
omio Ueology, I«10, part 1." 

The arsenio depoeits Were found 
by C R BrintOD in liWl, Md work 
on the mine and en the ereetion of a 
plant for making white'Xrsenic was 
begun in March, im The brick 
necessary for the building of the 
plant— more than l,260,0ri0— wt r 
made and burned and the lumber 
required was cot and sawed on the 
place. The mine is equipped with 
a steam boist, ateam pump, eleotrlc 
lights, and'atr drills. The making 
of white arsenic bcRan In January, 
1808. In 1910 a company was orgau- 
Ised to Manftfsetare ^arte green and 
other iQSecHcides for which the 
arseulo produced at the Brinton 
mine was to be nbed, and * plant 
was established at Norfolk, Va , 
but was not vet iu operation at the 
time of Mr. Hesa'a visit. 

"The mine," says Mr. HesB, "is 
reached from Christiansbujg J>y a 
very good moootaio road, oa >vfaich 
the ooly steep grades are within a 
mile of the mine, wUicn ib about 2,- 
400 feet above sea level. Scepioally 
the country is beautiful, aud owing 
to its altitude it is cooler t/Q the 
summer, resorts are located within a 
few miles of the mine. 

"The country is well wooded and 
flelde left unsnltivated are soon 
overgrown witb trees. Wood for 
fuel aid'ahlne tUdber ie tbacefore 
plentiful and comparatively cheap. 
Owing to the roagtipess of the ooun- 
t y the tillable fields are sauUt and 
difficult to cultivate: The lOl is 
Roor and good crops can be raised 
onl^ltb the help of fertilisers. As 
a result of these handicaps aud the 
con«parative isolailou of. the couu- 
try many of the people are. poor and 
labor is abundant aud low priced." 

A copy of the report may be o 
tamed on apiilicstion to the Direc- 
tor of the Geological Sonrey at 
Wastiinjfton.
